To the Senate 
a enta tlv e* : 
On the 17 th of Janu ary last I sent a 
message to the congress describing the 
work of the commission appointed by 
me u nder au thority of the acts of Ju ne 
25 , 1910, and March 3, 1911, granting 
appropriations to enable me to inq u ire 
into the methods of transacting the 
pu blic bu siness of the v ariou s ex ecu ­ 
tiv e departm ents and other gov ern 
mental establishments and to make re­ 
port 
as to improv ed efficiency and 
greater economy to he obtained in the 
ex penditu re of money for the mainte 
nam e • f the gov ernment. 
By way of 
.illu strating the u tility of ibe commis­ 
sion and the work which they were 
engaged u pen 1 referred to a nu mber 
of reports which they had filed, recom­ 
m ending changes In organization of 
the departm ents and bu reau s of the 
gov ernment, the av oidance of du plica­ 
tion of fu nctions and serv ices and the 
installation of labor sav ing dev ices and 
improv ed office methods. 
All of the 
recommendations looked to sav ings of 
considerable amou nts. 
W ith the mes- 
sage of Feb. 5 . 1912, I transm itted to 
the congress ttie reports on the central­ 
ization of distribu tion of gov ernment 
docu ments, on the u se of window en­ 
v elopes and on the u se of a photo­ 
graphic process for copy ing records, 
i 
A nu m ber of the reports of the com­ 
mission had not then been commented 
on by tlie iieads of the departm ents 
that wou ld lie affeeted by the changes 
recommended, and therefore I did not 


i feel ju stified at that tim e in recom­ 
mending to the congress ttie statu tory 
am endm ents necessary to c a rry o u t the 
recommendations of the commission. 
Since then, howev er, I hav e receiv ed 
the recommendations of tlie heads of 
departments, and I transm it this mes­ 
sage for the pu rpose of ex pressing my 
¡approv al of the changes recommended 
by the commission and of lay ing be­ 
fore the congress the reports prepared 
l>y the commission. 


L o c a l Offices Sh o u ld Be In the C l a s s i ­ 
fied Service— Postoffices. 
I hav e sev eral times called attention 
to the adv antages to be deriv ed from 
placing iu ttie classified serv ice the lo­ 
cal officers pnder the departm ents of 
tlie treasu ry , of the postoffice, of ju s­ 
tice, of the interior and of commerce 
and labor. 
In my message su bmitted 
to tin* congress on Jan. 17 I referred 
to the loss occasioned to the gov ern­ 
ment becau se of the fact that in mau y 
cases two persons are paid for doing 
work that cou ld easily be done by one. 
In the meantime 1 hav e cau sed an in­ 
q u iry to he made as to I lie am ou nt in 
money of this loss. The resu lts of this 
inq u iry are that the loss am ou nts to at 
least $10.U0(UX)0 annu ally . 
For ex am ­ 
ple, it appears that a v ery su bstantial 
economy wou ld resu lt from pu tting ex ­ 
perienced and trained officers in charge 
of tlie first and second class postoffices 
instead of selecting the postm asters in 
accordance with tlie present practice 
As the annu al operating ex penses of 
the first and second class offices aggre­ 
gate the enormou s su m of more than 
$8 0,000,000, u ndou btedly if the post­ 
m asters of these offices were embraced 
in the classified serv ice.and req u ired to 
dev ote all their time to tlie pu blic serv ­ 
ice the annu al sav ings wou ld ev entu ­ 
ally represent many millions of dollars. 
The sav ing iu salaries alone, not taking 
into accou nt any sav ing du e to increas­ 
ed 
efficiency 
of 
operation, 
wou ld 
am ou nt to abou t $4,5 00,000. 
At the 
present time the salaries of postmas­ 
ters of the first and 
second class 
am ou nt to $G,07 0,900, while the salaries 
of assistant postmasters of the same 
classes amou nt to $2,8 20,000. 
If the 
position of postmaster were placed in 
the classified serv ice and those officers 
were giv en salaries eq u al to 20 per 
cent more than the salaries now giv en 
to the assistant postmasters, the latter 
position being no longer req u ired, there 
wou ld be a sav ing in salaries to the 
gov ernment of $4,5 12,900. 
In the case 
of postmasters at othces of the third 
class a large annu al sav ing cou ld be 
made. 


Pen sion A ge n cie s. 
An annu al sav ing of nearly $6 2,000 
cou ld be made if the position of pen­ 
sion agent were placed in the classified 
Serv ice, since the work now done by 
a pension agent at a salary of $4,000 
and a chief clerk at a salary ranging 
between $1,400 and $2,25 0 cou ld easily 
be done by one person in the perma­ 
nent classified serv ice at a salary v ary ­ 
ing from $2,100 to $3,000. 
Greater 
economy and efficiency wou ld resu lt 
from the abolition of the pension agen 
cie* and from the adoption of a y lan 


in accordance with 
which pension» 
wou ld be [» aid by the pension office in 
Washington. 


D is t r ic t L a n d Offices. 
W hst is tru e in the m atter t» f pay - 
i ment of pensions is also tru e 
I d the 
! serv ice u nder the general land offi e 
The field serv ice of this office cou ld he 
more efficiently and economically oper­ 
ated if it were prov ided by law that 
the office of receiv er of district land 
t offices he abolished and the du ties 
transferred to the register, assisted by 
a bonded clerk and the register placed 
in the classified serv ice. 
It has sev eral 
times been estim ated that more than 
$200,000 wou ld be sav ed annu ally and 
the efficiency of the serv ice greatly in­ 
creased by the adoption of su ch a plan. 


In te rn a l R e v e n u e and C u s t o m s Offices. 
Large ex penditu res are made for sal­ 
aries of political appointees In the in­ 
ternal rev enu e and cu stoms serv ices. 
In both serv ices a direct sav ing in sal­ 
aries and an indirect economy throu gh 
increased efficiency 
wou ld follow a 
transfer of su ch offices to the classified 
serv ice. 


O t h e r L o c a l Offices. 
In the other field serv ices the sav ing 
which wou ld resu lt from the classiflea- 
tlon of the local officers u nder the de- 
i pertinents is not as marked or prob­ 
ably capable of as ex act estimation as 
in those mentioned, bu t there is no 
dou bt th at su bstantial sav ings wou ld 
follow. 
It is not to be dou bted th at 
where no sav ing 
wou ld 
resu lt the 
classification 
of 
the 
local 
officers 
wou ld increase the efficiency of the 
serv ice. 
It wou ld be desirable also 
to place all marshals, depu ty m arshals 
and assistant attorney s in the classi 
tied serv ice, althou gh bu t little direct 
economy 
wou ld 
resu lt. 
Su perv ising 
inspectors in the steamboat inspection 
serv ice and the members of the field 
serv ice in the bu reau of fisheries shou ld 
I» e placed in the classified serv ice. 


C o m m i s s i o n ’« R s p o r t on L o c a l Officos. 
The report on methods of appoint 
ment su bm itted to me by the commis­ 
sion, which cov ers fu lly the su bject of 
• appointments by the president by and 
with the adv ice and consent of the sen 


j ate and recommends that v ariou s local 
officers, su ch as postmasters, collectors 
of internu l rev enu e, etc.. and heads of 
bu reau s in the departm ental serv ice, be 
I inclu ded in the classified serv ice, is 
transm itted herewith (appendix No. 1). 
! The report and recommendations are 
I approv ed by me.

The commission's report (appendix 
No. 2» recommends that the life sav ­ 
ing serv ice of the departm ent of the 
treasu ry be discontinu ed as a separate 
organization and that the m aintenance 
and operation of tlie life sav ing sta­ 
tions of the cou ntry be made one of the 
du ties of tlie bu reau of lighthou ses of 
the departm ent of commerce and labor. 
I concu r in this recommendation and 
u rge that the necessary legislation for 
carry ing it into effect be enacted. 
Both of tiiese serv ices are organized 
and m aintained for the sam e general 
pu rpose—the protection of life and 
property endangered along the coasts 
and other nav igable waters. 
Both 
maintain 
stations 
along 
the coast, 
which are located for the most part 
in close prox imity . 
Both hav e su b­ 
stantially the sam e bu siness problems 
to meet in locating, constru cting and 
maintaining these stations; in recru it­ 
ing the personnel, in m anu factu ring or 
pu rchasing eq u ipment; in pu rchasing, 
hou sing in depots and distribu ting su p­ 
plies; in operating a field inspection 
serv ice, in m aintaining telephonic and 
other means of commu nication, in dis­ 
bu rsing fu nds, in keeping proper books 
of accou nts and in rendering reports 
showing financial and other transac­ 
tions. 
The m aintenance of two sep­ 
arate serv ices, as at present, means a 
du plication of organization In respect 
to all of these operations. 
The rec­ 
ommendation of the commission does 
not contemplate any essential change 
iu the work of the life sav ing stations. 
It is for the transfer of the bu siness 
m anagement of these institu tions to 
the bu reau of lighthou ses. 
T h at bu ­ 
reau , being fu lly organized for the ad­ 
ministration of stations of this ch a r­ 
acter, will be able to direct and m an­ 
age these stations with comparativ ely 
little addition to its present force and 
eq u ipment. 
The commission estim ates 
that, in addition to the adv antage that 
will be obained throu gh hav ing these 
two serv ices operated by the sam e or­ 
ganization, a direct economy will be 
secu red of at least $100,000 annu ally 
and that the sav ing will greatly ex ­ 
ceed this su m after the first y ear. 


R e v e n u e C u tte r Service. 
The report of the commission on the 
rev enu e cu tter serv ice (api*eu dix No. 
3) represents a detailed inv estigation 
of the history , organization and activ i­ 
ties of this branch of the gov ernment 
serv ice and its relations to other serv ­ 
ices. 
The conclu sion is reached that 
all of the du ties now being performed 
by this serv ice can be performed with 
eq u al efficiency by other serv ices and 
that a great economy will resu lt by 
hav ing these du ties so performed. The 
commission 
accordingly 
recommends 
that the serv ice be abolished as a dis­ 
tinct organization, that its eq u ipm ent 
be distribu ted among other serv ices 
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req u iring the u se of marine craft and 
th at prov ision be made for the per­ 
formance of the work now being done 
by it by su ch other serv ices. 
W ith these fu ndam ental recommen­ 
dations of the commission I am iu fu ll 
accord, and I recommend that the nec­ 
essary action be enacted to pu t them 
into effect. 
At the present time the rev enu e cu t­ 
ter serv ice is organized as a nav al es­ 
tablishment. 
The cou ntry is in effect 
m aintaining two nav ies anil is u sing 
one of these nav ies for the perform ­ 
ance of du ties of a civ il character. 
The maintenance of two separate na ­ 
v al establishm ents entails u nnecessary 
ex pense and is not in the Interest of 
either efficiency or economy . Iu so far 
as the du ties of the rev enu e cu tter 
serv ice are of a nav al character or are 
su ch as can readily be performed by 
the regu lar nav al establishm ent, they 
shou ld he performed by su ch estab­ 
lishment; In so far as they are of a 
pu rely civ il character, u se shou ld he 
m ade of serv ices organized and con­ 
du cted u pon a civ il basis. 
In respect to the distribu tion of the 
eq u ipment and du ties of the rev enu e 
cu tter serv ice am ong other branches 
of the gov ernment, the recom m enda­ 
tion of the commission looks to the 


transfer to the nav y department of 
the v essels which are adapted to deep 
sea cru ising and the discharge by the 
nav al establishm ent of most of the du ­ 
ties now performed by the rev enu e 
cu tter serv ice u pon the high seas. 
In 
memoranda su bm itted on the report of 
the commission, copies of which are 
su bmitted with su ch report, on the 
one hand the secretary of the nav y 
raises the q u estion as to whether these 
du ties can he perform ed by the regu ­ 
lar nav al establishm ent withou t de­ 
tracting from its military efficiency , 
while on the other hand the secretary 
of commerce and 
labor raises the 
q u estion w hether certain of these d u ­ 
ties cannot he performed by the light­ 
hou se serv ice if that serv ice is prov id­ 
ed with v essels su itable for the pu r­ 
pose. 
In v iew of these su ggestions I rec­ 
ommend th at in the enactm ent of leg­ 
islation prov iding for the abolition of 
the rev enu e cu tter serv ice prov ision lie 
made for the transfer of all tlie v es­ 
sels and eq u ipm ent of the rev enu e cu t­ 
ter serv ice from the treasu ry depart­ 
ment to the departm ent of commerce 
and labor; that the secretary of com­ 
merce and labor be directed to assign 
su ch v essels and eq u ipment to the 
lighthou se establishment, bu reau of 


fisheries and other serv ices u nder his 
ju risdiction req u iring the u se of v es­ 
sels as. in his ju dgm ent, is for the best 
interest of the pu blic serv ice, and th at 
au thority be giv en to him to tu rn ov er 
to the nav y su ch v essels as he may 
find u pon inv estigation not to be re­ 
q u ired by his departm ent and which 
by their character are fitted to serv e 
as u sefu l au x iliaries to the nav al es­ 
tablishment. 
In thu s recommending th a t the rev e­ 
nu e cu tter serv ice as a separate estab­ 
lishment be abolished I desire to m ake 
plain that su ch action does not carry 
w ith it the discontinu ance of the ren­ 
dering of any v alu able and proper 
serv ice now being rendered by th at or­ 
ganization. On the contrary , I am per­ 
su aded that all su ch serv ices will con­ 
tinu e to he performed u nder the sy s­ 
tem recommended by me with eq u al 
or greater efficiency . 
It shou ld be noted th a t the adoption 
of the recommendation here made will 
resu lt in bringing u nder one general 
administration all of the work of the 
gov ernment hav ing to do with the pro­ 
tection of life and property a t sea. 
This will resu lt not only in greatly in­ 
creased efficiency , bu t in a large sav ­ 
ing.

The 
president urges an appropriation of 
$500.000, and the bill will probably 
be raised to thi" figure. 
For tin* mo­ 
ment the crest of the wav e at St. 
Louis seems to be reached, but this 
cannot be relied upon. 
The Missis­ 
sippi and some of the other tribu­ 
taries north and west of us are rising, 
and the upward tendency i" likely to 
show itself here at any moment. 
In 
the neighborhood of Cairo, where the 
Ohio pours itself into the Mississippi, 
the waters are close to the highest 
point ev er reached. 
Quick action by congress, there­ 
fore. is needed if the appropriation i> 
to be of v alue. 
In a special report 
yesterday the weather bureau experts 
declared that the floods in the lower 
Mississippi would be greater than at 
any time in the past. 
This looks like 
a safe prediction. 
The amount of 
snow which fell in the upper Missis­ 
sippi watershed in the three months 
.just ended exceeded anything rejM» rt- 
ed since the gov ernment’s weather 
serv ice was established. 
When the 
mass of snow in the mountains melts 
a torrent will reach us which is likely 
to exceed that which we now see. 
It 
must be remembered that the highest 
stage in the Mississippi is not rea c h ­ 
ed until May or June, depending upon 
the time that the settled hot weather 
sets in. 
In the flood of 19 03, which 
was the highest in the memory of a n y­ 
body now aliv e, the crest of the wav e 
was not reached until June 10. 
One little circumstance shows that 
the cutting down of the forests is not 
sufficient to explain the floods of re­ 
cent years. That of 19 03, already r e ­ 
ferred to, while the highest in many 
years, was far surpassed by the del­ 
uge of 18 44. 
While the height of the 
Mississippi at the guage at St. Louis 
was 38 feet in 19 03, it stood at 41.4 
feet in 18 44. 
Manifestly the timber 
growth in the watershed of the Mis­ 
sissippi must hav e been far greater in 
18 44 than it was in 1903. 
fa r as 
there is any authentic record, the 
flood of 
18 44 wa.3 the highest for the

ord. 
Considering only the water now 
in sight and without any further heavy 
rain the Mij-sissiplp river below’ Vicks­ 
burg will rise until the early part of 
May, and if the levees hold the river 
will reach from 1 to 1.5 feet higher 
than any previous record." 


8t. Ix mis, April 4.—lt is inevitable 
that the area of the inundated region 
will be greatly enlarged within the 
nex t twenty-four hours, and conditions 
in the flooded districts around Cairo 
and 
Memphis are hourly becoming 
worse. The smaller tributaries of the 
Ohio river are pouring great volumes 
of overflow1 water, increased by the 
waters flowing from the Cumberland 
mountains in Kentucky. 
With the 
conjunction of the flood waters of the 
Ohio and Mississippi it is certain that 
the drainage district above Cairo will 
be flooded. 
The levees are sliding 
badly and disastrous break» are cer­ 
tain. 
More high water is predicted for 
Evansville and vicinity. Reports from 
Vicksburg state that the river con­ 
tinues to rise and a serious flood is 
apprehended. , At Hickman, Ky„ con­ 
ditions are worse and a serious break 
in the government levee is imminent. 
The situation at Shawneetown, 111., is 
somewhat improved and there is less 
alarm felt there now. 
Memphis reports the river is above 
the forty-two-foot stage, and according 
to the weather forecaster there, the 
levees will break with a forty-four-foot 
stage. 
A higher stage than forty-four 
feet is predicted before Saturday, and 
the situation is very grave. 
From va 
rious menaced towns in the Mississip­ 
pi valley reports are received of des­ 
perate efforts to ward off the threat­ 
ened inundation. 
Homes and business 
bouses have been deserted in many 
places, and the people are fleeing for 
safety to other joints. 
in Cairo indefatigable work is go 
ing cn to strengthen the weak places 
in the levees. 
Many parts of the city 
are tinder water and every store and 
home has flood water in it. New Mad­ 
rid, Mo., is completely Inundated, and 
the town is cut off from communica­ 
tion with the surrounding places ex 
cept by telephone.
